Justice Goff ruled in substance that 


the conviction or acpuitaJ of the po- 
lice lieutenant for the murder of Her: 
man Rosenthal rested almost solely on. 
the question of whether Sam Schepps 
was or was not an accomplice. He was 
in doubt himself on this point, he said, 
and therefore declined to instruct the 
jury.

Convincing Indiana Voters. 


Later testimony bei'mx- tbo Olapp committee investi- 


gating campaign coiitributio.ns makx'.s it evident that when 
Mr. Perkins a fe\v days ago said that in 1904 he had sent 
Senator Bcveridge ^lUjUOU ±'or his Indiana campaign, and 
that he .narrowly (-.sc-aped an attack of heart failure when 
Mr. Boveridsfe i-fturned it, lu- suffered ;i lapse of memory 
concerning an additional balance of some £20,000 from 
the same source. This takes no account of still other out- 
side contributions i.n large sums that brought the total up 
to something like >r>7,<)(JO. Clearly those soulful gentle- 
men who are non-residents of Indiana had a deep and 
abiding interest in Mr. Beveridge's success in that event- 
ful year. 


The testimony is to the effect that Mr. Beveridge re 


turned the money—an action highly to his credit. Fur- 
thermore, there is no evidence tending to show improper 
use of money in the Indiana campaign that year. It is 
plain that the patriots of wealth and inlinencc were deter- 
mined that if money were needed to carry political argu- 
ment home to Indiana voters in ]9()4, the cause of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Senator Beveridge would not fail tc 
be heralded to the remotest preei.nct of Iioosierdom in eir 
cus-day style. These outside gentlemen, solicitous for the 
political uplift of Indiana, were willing to pay freight. Sucl 
generosity deserves better than the long-delayed if rathei 
embarrassing recognition it is now receiving through th 
medium of testimony on the witness stand. But the mod 
esty of the contributors has until now kept the voters o 
Indiana in ignorance of the fact that they were the object 
of such solicitous interest eight years ago. 


The.disclosures are chiefly valuable as illustrating by 


way of contrast a condition that in all probability could 
not occur in these days of a'public demand to know the; 
source from which campaign contributions come as well 
•-as'the aTraucs through which they go. We do not believe 


outside gentlemen arc tossing into the Indiana campaign 
this year individual contributions that reach a total of 
anything like Mr. Perkins' $30,000. In the light of the 
newer public curiosity regarding such matters and the 
present modem facilities for finding out about it, it may 
be a trifle more difficult to finance political campaigns, 
but not so many explanations are necessary as an after- 
math.

During*hie long years of travel, begin-- 
ning..at the time;wheu this part of the 
middle west was thasite o£ many an In 
dian settlement,.he has traveled—he has 
so estimated the distance himself—not 
less than 160,000 miles and every bit of 
it, outside of the short and infrequent 
rides he has.taken when picked up along 
the road .by some kind-hearted person 
has been made on foot. '.In.-all those 
years of sen-ice he has repaired not les» 
than 25,000 clocks, and the brands ol 
the various 
time-pieces that he ha;

leavens to give approximately the cor- 
rect hour of the day. There wore more 
than a few people, though, who, having 
come from the east, brought with them 
the old-fashioned sun dials. On innumer- 
able occasions slight accidents would be- 
fall these timepieces, and it would come 
to the lot of the clock repairer to ad- 
just them. 


Theu, in later yews, when clocks and 


watches became common, his work fell 
right, along in line with the more mod-' 
ern method of keeping time, and while 
the first mechanism for keeping the time 
of da.y were crude as compared with the 
delicate and intricate bits of wheels and 
cogs find springs of today, h« devoted 
all hia time to repairing them whenever 
occasion presented itself. 


With the advance of the improvement 
n time pieces, he kept right in line and 
oday there is snid to bo no better clock 
epairer in the state than the now agec 
man who for sixty-live years has kepi 
he people of eastern Indiana-—and more 
specially those in the rural communities 
—in "right time." 


Though he has kept pace with the 


rend of the clock business Mr. Bryan 
refuses to adopt other means of trave 
hat have been brought about by modern 
jmes, and he still continues his trips on 
foot.

ment felt when a lovely colored dress 
comes home from the -laundry a faded' 
wreck of its former prettineSs. To pre- 
serve the colprs-is one of the most dif- 
ficult secrets of washing. The first time 
A colored dross is laundered is- an 
anxious time unless the:colprs are guar- 
anteed, because faded tints make a 
gown look shabby, no matter how new 
it may be".

Concerning Colored Clothes. 


In preparing dainty -pieces for' tbe 


laundry all colored (clothes should be 
separated from the 'white goods. 
For 


the ordinary colored fabrics dissolve a 
littleoxgall in 
the 
water 
for dark 


shades or boras for the lighter tints. 
This sets the colors. 
Colored goods 


should not be boiled- and should not be 
soaked long nor in very hot water. No 
soda 'should be used, as this'is -apt to 
remove all colors. . 
'• 


For calico, light colored cotton goods 


or print* the method of' washing is 
somewhat different. 
A good lather in 


hot" water should be prepared some 
time before laundry time and allowed 
to stand until it is tepid. 
Then .the 


soiled things should be submerged and 
washed out quickly, rubbing on them as 
little soap as possible and using no 
washing powder. 
, 


Silks' demand still. another treatment. 


No silks should be allowed to .soak a 
long while. 
They should be washed 


quickly in tepid suds, rubbing as little 
as possible. 
Unless they are badly, 


soiled,, silks may be cleansed by swish- 
ing them back and forth in the soapy 
water. 
\ 


Concerning Silk. 


For colored silks;the tints should be 


fixed by adding salt to the washing-and 
rinsing water in which black, blue nnd 
green garments are immersed. A little 
pure _vinegar added to thc water will 
set pink?, reds and light greens. How- 
ever, oxgall for dark shades and boraz 
for light. wiH be found an rxwllent rule. 
Thpfe goods should be rinsed right out 
and ironed at once. 


Those colored fabrics which mu^t 


dried 
b»forc ironing would best b« 


washed when the wind in blowing. They 
should, be hung •where no sunjhuis will 


all on them unless the tints are as-: 
sured. The sun will only brighten those 
shades which are steady, but,will fadt. 
;hose which are not guaranteed. .

The. ironing of colored goods should 


)e done with a. warm iron: A Tery hot 
iron will fade the tints as much as anr- 
ihing else.

Watt MM, Beard EM Dome. 


In the early part of 1908 Sirs. Beard 


began at the request and with the en- 
dorsement of thirty-seven mothers ol 
Xew. Albany and Jefferso&ville, tc teach 
a class in sewing and cooking. She be- 
gan with fifteen pupils in the morniuj 
and twenty-six in the afternoon. 
Thi 


classes grew rapidly until there were 
over ninety at one time. During the 
last legislature a bill was passed to take 
effect in 1913, providing the sum o 
twenty-five thousand dollars towards th< 
New Albany Training School in Domes 
tic Science. In this school Mrs. Beard 
teaches the girls to take a pride in do 
mestic services instead of viewing it as a 
drudgery, teaches them habits of econ 
omy and to love home life. 


How She Began. 


It is of no common interest to hear 


Mrs. Beard. tell her story. For twenty 
years she was "a seamstress and went 
from house to house and from Xew Al- 
bany, her home, to cities not far distant, 
to sew. "I could not help seeing how 
many things were wrong just because my 
own people did not know how to do 
things," said Mrs. Beard, "so I made u 
my mind to help them if I could. 
began by teaching two or three girls 
how to do the simplest kinds of sew- 
ing, as simple aS-sewing on a button, for 
I found that many of them did not know 
how to thread a needle even. I would 
sew for a few days and then take the 
most of my money and spend it in buy- 
ing materials to help these girls, for my 
race has to be helped in a different way. 
Our people must bo appealed to and 
given something they like until they 
learn why they should do things. 


Meed of Practical Training. 


"I saw the need, of practical training 


and the more lessons' I gave and the 
more girls who came to me the more I 
saw how much they did need and that 
if they were helped they would become 
useful to others and able to help them- 
selves. Wo have domestic science and 
manual training in the schools but that 


not enough for girls of my people.

It is known that 
the 12-club Central league is to be cut 
down again to an eight-club basis be- 
fore the next playing season opens, but 
whether or not Terre Haute will be one 
of the eight is only a matter of specu- 
lation. The impression prevails around 
the Central circuit that Terre Haute 
will be in the Three-I league next year, 
and this same impression prevails to 
considerable extent among 
local fans. 


Nothing definite will be known, how- 
ever, until the Central moguls hold their 
annual meeting.

Sacramento, Oct. 24.—Warden J. A. 


Johnston, of Folsom penitentiary, plans 
to establish a school for convicts at the 
state prison. Following a conference 
with State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction Hyatt, Johnston announced his 
intent! ou to provide schooling for his 
charges. Hyatt has promised to help 
him and furnish necessary books. 


Speaking of his plan, Warden John- 


ston said: 


'•"Roughly'speaking, I would say that 


35 per cent of the prisoners, wish to 
do right, but it is mostly wishbone and 
with very little backbone. So all through 
the schooling will run the main thought 
of character building, and the strength 
ening of their will power. How to do 
this is a. problem, as it must be done 
without 'preaching.' 


"Through the schooling, begun at first 


with a few men, an opportunity will be 
given the men to prove their fitness or 
worthiness to 
be released^ when their 


time comes. Eventually the plan will 
be worked out to give the men - voco.- 
tioaal training. 


"The warden's job should go deeper 


than simply maintaining discipline. We 
want to help the prisoners so they 
be sent back: to make them feel thai 
they shouldn't do the things which senl 
them here, but at the same time to do 
this without giving the idea that society 
is wrong for sending then here. 


"The problem of establishing a prison 


school is a complex and difficult one be 
cause of the character of the men.

the United States for thirty year* as a 
BOldier, and being retired on a service 
pension, Edv rd D. Cahota, of Valentine, 
Keb., presents an illustration of a man 
literally without a country. He finds to 
his dismay that he cannot be a citizen 
unless congress by special act shall so 
declare him. His service includes the 
latter part of the civil war, wherein he 
fought with ^General Grant at Cold Har- 
bor, Petersburg and Appomattox. 


Mr. Cahota is a Chinese. Until re- 


cently he supposed he was an American 
citizen. He has always exercised his 
rights as a voter, and had no doubt he 
was a full-fledged American. Recently, 
however, he desired to take up a horn*"- 
lead, and filed at. the government land 
office at Valentine, paid his filing fee of 
!H, and expected soon to take up his 
residence on the land. .
